Cabinets Style C-1, C-2 and C-7 are suitable for 
exterior walls 12 feet to 14 feet in length. 

Cabinet C-3 is designed for exterior walls 9 feet 
to 12 feet in length. Cabinet C-4 (not shown) for 
rooms 12 feet to 14 feet is same style as C-3 ex- 
cept with mullion window over sink like Cabinet 
C-2. 

For interior walls. Cabinets C-5 and C-6 are 
recommended. Cabinet C-5 is furnished in lengths 
from 6 feet to 8 feet. Style C-6 is furnished in 
lengths from 5 feet to 7 feet. 

When ordering Cabinets the size and style sink 
to be used should be specified. Cabinets with 
single windows are spaced for a 42 inch sink. 
Cabinets with mullion windows are spaced for 52 
inch sink. All cabinets are supplied in natural

Detailed Description of Materials 


Framing Material 


All framing lumber carefully selected for quality, 
and strength fully meeting with the most rigid F.H. A 
Ponciacion requirements. This material is all thor- 
oughly dry and seasoned, machine surfaced on four 
sides to standard width and thickness, accurately cut 
to fit and marked to conform with the detailed 
working plans. 


Girders 


For designs having 2x 10” main floor joists 
on centers or 2x 8” floor joists 12” on centers, the 
girders are built up of four 2x 8's. For all other 
designs the girders are built up of three 2 x 8’s.

1 x 6” sidewall sheathing is furnished for all ex- 
terior wall surfaces. Three-ply waterproof building 
paper is supplied for between the sidewall sheathing 
and siding or sidewall shingles. 


Sidewall Sheathing—lInsulating Board 

Insulating sidewall sheathing (25/32” thick) will 
be furnished instead of wood sheathing and building 
paper where siding is used, without extra charge, at 
purchaser’s option.

All necessary furring material is furnished as re- 
quired, This includes 2 x 2” material to fur out parti- 
tions for soil pipe. 


Plaster Grounds 

All designs will be prepared to receive lath and 
plaster. 34” grounds are furnished for around all 
openings and for the baseboard. Proper size window 
and door jambs are furnished accordingly. 


Roof Shingles 


Doublecote Multi Asphalt Shingles are furnished 
for all designs. The Doublecote Multi shingle is a 
double duty shingle, doubly thick and doubly strong 
where shingles get the most wear. Butts have an 
extra layer of asphalt and an extra layer of fireproot 
mineral granules, which result in longer life and 
extra weather protection. Size 12” x 36”, weight 210 
Ibs. per square. Available in the following colors: 
Deep Green, Deep Red, Blue Black, Green Blend, 
Red Blend, Slate Blend, Brown Blend, Blue Blend. 
For added protection a heavy asphalt felt (15 Ib.) 
is furnished to be applied under the asphalt shingles. 


Sidewalls—Shingles

To obtain the wide expos- 
ure as shown on some of 
the designs like Fairfield, 
Winslow, Mayfair, etc., the 
shingles are laid in double 
courses (two laVveTSe OL 
shingles to each course) 
with a 12” exposure to the 
weather.

Sidewalls—Siding 


1/2 x 6” or 1/2 x 8” kiln dried Redwood or Red 
Cedar Bevel Siding (our option) with metal miters 
for corners, and 3 coats of paint, will be furnished for 
exterior walls in place of the sidewall shingles and 
stain at the additional cost as quoted on price list. 


Exterior Mouldings. and Trim 

All mouldings, brackets, facia boards, frieze boards, 
etc., are clear selected stock, machined to a smooth 
finished surface and furnished complete in required 
sizes and in lengths sufficiently long to allow for 
accurate fitting. 


Door and Window Jambs 

All jambs are furnished the proper size for Lath 
and Plaster construction. If you intend using wail- 
board with no finish coat of plaster your ordei 
should specify the thickness of the wallboard you are 
using so proper size jambs can be furnished. 


Door and Window Frames 


All door and window frames are manufactured 
from selected kiln dried lumber. All members are 
machined to exact size, each frame bundled sep- 
arately and ready to assemble. All frames have 
special offset for screens and storm sash. 
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Window Sash 


All sash are manufactured from clear White Pine 
—the finest sash produced—glazed with fine quality 
window glass which is well tacked and puttied. Win-

Step materials 
are not furnished for either front or rear when porch 
floors or stoops are cement as in such cases the steps 
should also be of cement.

Complete materials, machined and ready to as- 
semble, are furnished for flower boxes and support- 
ing brackets where shown in illustration. 


Trellis Work 
All material necessary for trellises is furnished 
where shown in illustration. 


Ornamental Shutters 


Ornamental window shutters are furnished where 
shown in illustration with screws for fastening shut- 
ters to wall. If you desire to have the shutters omit- 
ted on your order a credit will be allowed. 


Finish Flooring 

Kiln-dried Douglas Fir or Yellow Pine finish floor- 
ing (our option), evenly matched and well selected 
for a varnish finish is furnished throughout. No. 1 
and Better grade Oak flooring, 25/32” x 2 1/4”, is 
optional and will be substituted where desired at 
an additional cost. At the extra cost quoted on price 
list, Oak flooring will be furnished to cover the en- 
tire floor surface in the main rooms which include 
the living and dining rooms, front halls and _ vesti- 
bules.

Interior Woodwork 


All interior woodwork complete for windows, door 
casings, door jambs, stops, baseboards, base shoe, 
stairwork, etc., is manufactured from clear selected 
kiln-dried Yellow Pine, carefully machined to a 
smooth, satin-like finish and packed to insure reach- 
ing you in perfect condition.

Stairways 

The most efficient planning and construction are 
incorporated in Liberty Stairs. The intricate work 
of stair making is all done for you by modern ma- 
chinery here in our factory. Stair posts are assembled 
and the treads, risers, mouldings, railings and balus- 
ters, ready to be fitted in place. Cellar stairs as well 
as stairs to the attic are furnished complete where 
shown in plans. 


Weatherstripped Windows 

All check rail windows are equipped with the 
smooth-operating weathertight weatherstrip and sash 
balance. This installation provides easy fingertip — 
sash control besides the protection of a complete 
weatherstripped window. 


Weatherstripped Doors 


Exterior doors are fully weatherstripped with metal 
thresholds and spring bronze weatherstripping for 
top and sides of door. 


Finish Hardware 


Polished brass tubular-type locksets are furnished 
for all interior doors. Special lockset is furnished for 
bathroom door having chrome finish one side. Front 
entrance lockset is solid polished brass, thumblatch 
type cylinder lock. For all rear doors and for the 
front doors on Castlewood and Clinton, a bit key 
front door lockset is furnished. Loose pin mortice 
butts 3 1/2 x 3 1/2” for interior doors and 4 x 4” 
for front doors are furnished. Special ball bearing 
double acting floor hinge and bevel plate glass push 
plates size 3” x 12” are furnished for the swinging 
door to kitchen. 


Building Hardware ¢ 


All building hardware supplies are furnished com- 
plete as required including all nails and brads of 
proper sizes and guaranteed quantities. Three-ply 
waterproof building paper, weight 25-lbs., is fur- 
nished for between the sub-flooring and finish floor 
and between the sidewall sheathing and shingles or 
siding. 


Tinwork 


Tin flashing supplies include flashings for around 
chimney and roof dormers, also saddle for chimneys 
where required, This material is all standard gauge, 
heavily galvanized. Eaves troughs and down spouts 
are not furnished. Sheet metal work for bay on 
Richmond design is not furnished. 


Outside Painting Materials 

Pittsburgh Paint Products are furnished for ex- 
terior work. Pittsburg’s Sun-Proof White Primer is 
furnished for the first or priming coat. Pittsburgh 
“Sun-Proof” Quality Paints are furnished for the sec- 
ond and third coats for the siding and all exterior 
woodwork, in pure white or any color selected. All 
necessary pure linseed oil and turpentine are furnish- 
ed. Complete color card will be mailed on request. 


Finishing Interior Woodwork 


Strictly pure gum shellac and water-spar four-hour 
quick drying varnish are furnished for all interior 
woodwork including doors and trim, window trim, 
stairwork, baseboard, etc., for two full coats. Oil 
stain will be furnished in place of the shellac if pre- 
ferred. If Enamel finish is desired for any or all 
rooms we will furnish Pittsburgh’s four-hour quick 
drying Enamel in either semi-gloss or high-gloss fin- 
ish at no extra charge. Enamel finish is very de- 
sirable as well as practical and when used, a special 
prepared undercoat is furnished for the first coat 
to give a proper base under the Enamel. No wall- 
paper, paints or enamels are furnished for the inside 
walls or ceilings. 


Finishing Interior Floors 


For interior floors a Natural Finish is recommend- 
ed. For a Natural Fnish we furnish sufficient quick- 
drying water-spar varnish for two full coats. If stain- 
ed floors are desired we will furnish oil stain in the 


finish you prefer for the first coat. When Oak floor- 
ing is ordered a natural oak paste filler is furnished 
in addition to two full coats of water-spar varnish. 


Fireplace and Chimneys 


Although on some of the plans the location of 
fireplaces and chimneys is suggested according to our 
best judgment, we believe it best to leave the final 
decision up to the home builder himself. Therefore, 
the materials are not cut for fireplace, or chimney 
openings, and you may locate the chimneys where 
you prefer. If you do not want a fireplace you need 
not built it at all. No materials for fireplaces or 
chimneys are furnished (see masonry materials) . 


Masonry Materials—Plaster Base 


The prices of such items as brick, sand, gravel, 
cement, wallboard, plaster lath and plaster are so 
nearly the same in all localities it is to the advantage 
of our customers to secure these materials from their 
local mason supply dealer as needed. By doing so, 
they can start the foundation work in time to have 
it completed when the Liberty Home arrives. It is 
of utmost importance that the foundation be built 
correctly. We, therefore, furnish complete founda- 
tion plans, which are prepared for each individual 
order showing the proper foundation construction. 
There is no charge for this service. Our aim is to 
aid our customers in every possible way to secure a 
first-quality home in the safest, quickest, most prac- 
tical way and at the very lowest expenditure.
